Return of the Civil Rights Bill-0Ob~
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W asmworon, March 27, 1806,

To the Sevate of the Unaied States—

1 rogrot that the bill wiien has passed both Houses
of Congross, eutitiod *An not 1o protect all persons
In the Unoted States in their vl righis, and fnrnisn
the means of their vindication,"” conming provisions
whieh | cunnpot approye conelstontly with my senso
ot dnty to the whols people, and. my obligauons o
the Constitntion of the United Stlates,

1 am, thereluro, consirsined to retarm it to the
Sennte, the Howse In whioh it onginated, with my
objections 1o it- becoming n Inw, By the first see-
tion o1the bill all pereony born in the Umtoa Statos,
atd not subicet to nny foreign power, excluding 1n-
dinns not taxed, nro declarvd wo bo ertizeus of the
United Siates,  the  provieion comprobonds the
Qhincte of the Pacifle States, Indians subjset (0 tax-
ation, the people oalled Gipaes, us well ns the en-
tire race vesignntod as bincks, people of color, ne-
groes, mulnitoes, nud persous of African blood,
Every adviduni of these races born o ihe United
Statee 1 by the bill made a eitizen of the Univod
States, 1t doos not purpose fo decinre or conler
any other right or clbzenstip than ‘‘Federal eiti-
genship.” I does mot purport fo givo these
oinfees of porsons any status as citizens of States,
exeept shat which mway resalt Hom their sfafus us
eltizens of the United Siates, The power to confer
the ngat of State citizenship is jusc ns exclamvely
with the sovernl States as the power to confer tho
pight of Faderal elizenship s with Congress, 1he
yight of Fodera! citisenship thus to be conferped

n the fcveral excepted rnces befors montioned,
is pow fer the Hrst timo proposed to be given by
Jaw, 1f, 68 is clnmed by many, all persons who
are native born nlrt—ud{ ure by virtue of the Con-
rritutton oitirens of the United Sinies, the passage
ol the pending bill cnunot be peccssary to make
them sneh, It on the other hana, such peisons aroe
not ¢itizens, as muy be assomed (rom the proposod
legisiation to make them such, the grave question
prosents lisell whother, when vleven of thoe tharty-
pix stntes are unrepresenied in Couyress at this
time, iv 18 found pohey to make our ecutiro colored
popuiation, and all other excopted clusecs, citizens
of the United States, Four milhons of them havo
Just emerwed from siavery into frecdnm, Cun it be
Tensonably supposed that they possess the requisdte
qualificatious 1w entitle them o all the privieges
and immunities o1 oitizens of the Usited Swatas?
Haove the peopie of the severnl States expressed such
a convietion? it may aso ve asked woether it is
neocssury thint they should be deciared cluizens
oruer that they may be secured in the enjoymens of
1he eivil nghts proposed 1o be confereod by the pill?
Thoee rights are by Federal as weil as Siate lawa
s ecured to all domiciled alicus and 9roagners, even
betore the completion of the process of naturaliza-
tlon; and it may salely bo assumed that the same
ennctments.are suflic ont to give Hke prowetion and
beneflis to these for whom this bill provides special
legisintion,

Yosidees, the policy of the Governmont, from itas
origin to the present time, seems to have been that
porsons who ae strangers to, and nnfumiliar with
our wstitutions and our lawe, should pass through a
cortain probation, nt the ead ol which, botore atimn-
ing the cove od priveiege, they must give evidence of
thedr fitness 1o recerve and to exorcise the rights of
eitizens. as contemplated by the Constitution of Lthe
United States,

The bill in effeet proposes n diserimination asinst
Iarge numbers of inteliigent, worihy, and patriode
foreigners, and i j8vor ol the negro to whom, after
Jong yenrs of boudage, the avesues o) trecdom and
intelbgence bave just mow been suddenly opened.
He must of necesslty, trom Nis provious unfortunate
coudivon of servitude, be less Jutormed as to the
nature and coharacter of our institutions than he
who, eomung irom abroad, has (o fome exlent, at
Jenst, tmmilinrized Lrmsell wonh the pringiples of
a Governmen' to which he volunisnly ontiusts
Iite, liberty, and the porsuit of happiness. Yoru it
i8 now proposed, by a single je@sative ennot-
ment, to confer the rights of eitizons upon all per-
sons of African descent born within the extended
limits of the United Swntes, while persons of joreign
birth, who make our land thelr home, must un-
dergo a probation of five years, and can only then
become cilizens upon proof thet they are of good
moral charncter, attached to the principles ol the
Coustitution of the United States, and well disposed
10 the good order and bappincss ot the same. The
firet section of the bitl also contains an enumeration
01 the rights to bo enjoyed by these o'astos 8o macds
eitizens In every State and Terntory or this United
Btates, ‘These rights are to make and enforee con-
trnots, to eue, be parties, and give evidence, to in-
Lierit, purchuse, lease, sell, hnf. and convey real
and personal property, and 10 have full and equal
beuetit of all laws and procecdings for the securiy
ol person and proporty a8 18 now evjoved by whie
citizens. Bo, too, they are made subjooct to the same
yunishment, pains, and penatiies in common with
white citizens and to woue others Thus a pertoot
equaity of the white and colored rmees 18 attempled
to Le Gxed by Federal Jaw m every State ot the
Union over the vast fleld of State jurisdiction
covered by these envmersied rights, In no one of
these can any Stato ever exercise any power of dis-
onmination between the different races. 1o the
excrolse of Btule policy over matters exolusively
aflecting the people of each Siate, it has frequentiy
been thought expedient to diseriminate bebween the
1wo raoces,

By the stalutes of som> of the Btates, Northern as
well as Soviliern, it is ¢enacted, tor insinnce, that no
white person shall intermar: ¥ with & negro or mu-
latto. Chanceollor Keut says, speaking of the blacks,
“that marrmages between them and the whites are
forbidden 1in some of the States where slavery does
not exist, and they are prohibited in all the slave-
holding states; and when not absolutely contrary to
law, they are 1evoiting, and rogarded as an offinse
sgainst public decorum.” 1 do not say that this
il repeals State laws on the sublect of marringe
botween the two races, fur ae 1he whitea are for-
Db dden to Intermarry with the blaoks, the Dblacks
ean oply make such coniracts as the whites them-
pelves are allowed o make, and therelore oannot,
aunder this bill, entor into the marriage contract
with the whites, I clte ths diserimination, how-
€ver, a8 an matance of the State polley as to dis
ermination, and to inquire whether, iIf Congrods
can nbrogate ull State laws of disgrimination be-
tween the two reoes 1n the matier of rewl estate, of
suits, pud o1 contraces genermlly, Congress may not
alzo 1epeal tho Siate laws a8 10 the contract of mar-
3iage between the two races? Hitherto every subject
embraced in the enumeration of rghts contalned m
ahis bii) has been considered as exclusvely bolong-
ing to tho btates; they all relats to the intornal policy
and cconomy of tho respective States, They are
matters which, in each Btato, concern the domestio
condilton of s people, yarying fn each nceording to
dta own peonlinr oircumstances and the safety and
well-being of its own citizens,

I do mot mean to say that upon all these subjects
there are not Federal restraints. As, for insianoce,
in the State power of logelstion over conirnols
there 18 & Fedarn! limitation that no State shall pass
o law impatring the obligations of contracts; and me
10 crimes, that no Siage shall pass an ex post
Jucte law; to money, that no Biate shall make
anything but goid spd silver a logal tender,
siut where onm we find a Federal probibition
agninst the power of any State to discriminate as
o most of them, betwoen nliens and citizens, be.
tween ariifielal persons, called corporadons, wnd
Dationsl persons, in the right to hoid real esiatoe.
It 1t be granted that Covgress oan reponl all state
Iaws diserinupating betwesn whites and bincks
in the wsublects covered Dby this bill, why, it
may be wsked, may not Congress rep in
ithe same way all those laws diseriminating be-
tween tho two races on the subject of suffrage and
ofice! It Congress can declare by law who shail
hold lands, who shall testify, who shiall have capa-
©ity to make a coniract in & sState, then Congress
oan by law alto declare who, without regard to race
or color, shall have the vighf to sit us s puror oras s
Judge, 10 hold any office, and finally "to vote, m
overy State and Torritory of the United States, As
Fuspocts the Territorles, they eome within the power
o1 Congress, for as to them the law making powor
15 the Federnl power; Lot 88 10 1he Siutes. no slmi-
ar provision exins, vesting in Coneress the powoer
10 make roles and regulations for thom,

The object ol the second section of the bl s to

flord diseriminative protectien te colored persons
Tn the full epjoyment of all the rights sceured to
them, Dy the preceding section i'. dvealnres that
“any person who, under color of anv law. statute,
ordinance, regulstion, or custom, shall subjsst, or
eause 1o be subjeoted, anv Inhabitant of any Siate or
Taniory to the deprintlnn of any right seoured or
protected by this act, or to diffurent punishment,
Palns, or penaities, on secount of snch persons having
st any time been hold In & condition of sinvery, or

‘the

involentiry, servitude, exocpl as & punishmont for
enme wherdof the party shall bhave beon duly con-
vieted, or by renson of his eolor or races, than s pre-
st 1hod for the punishment of white pervons, shall bs
ocemed gai'ty of a misdemoanor, and on conyietion
thu!l be pumlbed by fine mot excending ono thou-
sund doliars, or ymprwsonment not execoding one
year, or both, i the duecrotion of the sourt.” [ha
rection sooms to be designod to apply to soma ox-
isting or waturo Jaw of & Blate or Territory, winch
may oconflict with the provisions of the bill mow
under conmderntion. It provides for eounternct-
yrg auoh  forbidden lepisinhon b{"unpnllu "
fine and fmpriconment upon the miators who
may pas sueh conflicting laws, or upon the
affictis or avents who shall put or attempl
to put them into exccubon It menns an ofaial
offense, not » common orime committed against
Jaw wpon the person or property of the black raoa.
fiuch sn aot'may deprive the biack man of his pro-
porty, but not of the rieht to hold property. It
meavs & deprivation of this right ytsols, oither by
the Rlate judioinry or the siate Legisiature. 1t 1,
theretore, pasomed that, under this section, mein-
bers o1 Stato Legislatures who should vote lor lnws
conflicting with the provisions of this bitl, that
Juilges ot the State courts who should render Judg.
ments in antagonism with its terms, and that mare
shals and aherfs who should as mmisterl officors
excente processes sanotroned by Btate laws an

isaued by Blate ;udm 10 axeontion of thelr judg.
ments, could be brought betore ofher tribuna 8, and
there sulyected to tine and imprisonmont lor the
performance of the duties which such Btato laws
might impose. The legslation thus proposed fn-
voars tho judicinl power of the State. It saye to
overy Stato courl or judge, VI yon.decide that this
aet s upconstitutional if you refiuse under the pro-
mbitlon of o State 1o allow u neero to testity ; 11 you
bold that, over such s sobjoot metier, the Stute inw
s parnmonot, and under color of a State law rofuso
the exercme of the right to the negro, your error ot
judgument, nowever cmlsclvtmoun,nhnh subijeol you
to fine and impriscnment ” 1do not aporehend
that the confhicting legmintion, which the till seoms
to contempinto, ia Hkely so to occur ns to render it
pecessary nt this time to adopt a moasore of auch
donbtinl conatitutionality,

In the next place, this provision of the bill seems
to be pnneceseary, as adequate jndicial romedies
conld be ndopted to secure tho ovsired end without
Imvoiving the immunities of Joplsintures, nlways im-
portant to be preseryed in the mterosts of puble
Iberiy; without nsrmiling the imdepondenes or the
Judicinry, nlways ¢esontinl to the preservation of
individual rights; and without hupalring the efil-
creney of ministgrinl oflicers, always necessary for
the muintenaned of public pence and order. The
remedy proposed hy this seetion seems to be in this
respect now only spomalous, but unconstituiionsl,
for the Constitution guarantees vothiug with cer-
twinty it does not ensnre 10 the sevoral States the
right ofmeking and executng laws in regnrd to all
mutfers grving whhin tnetr jurisdicdon, *ubjoct only
to restriction in cuses that conflict with the Consti-
tohon and constitution®! Inwe of the United Statis—
the iaiter gouid ve hed to be the supreme lnw of
the Innd,

The thurd geetion gives the D striel Courts ol the
United States exeolumivo cognizance o1 all erimea
und offenses cominitted againet tue provisions of this
nct," pod conocurront jursdiction with the Cireuit
Courts of toe United States of all elvil and eriminal
cases aflecting porsons who are deniod or eannot on.
foroe 1n the courts or judicial tnibuna's of the State
or loca'lty, wherever tlw‘y may be, any of the rights
secured to them by the fiist se¢ jon; and the cops
struction which I have given to the second section 18
strepgthined by this third section, tor it makes clear
what Kind of el or deprivation of the rights se-
cured by the first section was In contemplation, It
12 8 denfnl or deprivation of such rghts “in the
courts or judicial trit unaly ot the State.” It stands,
thoratore, olear ot donbt that the offtnse and the
penaltios provided 1o the secoxd scgtion are intended
for the Stats judee who, in the clear exercise of his
fupetions ag o judge, nof scting minmtennlly but
Judiemily, shall deerdo contzary 1o this Federnl Inw,

In other words, when a State judee, acting npon a
question invo.viog a condlict Letween n State law
wnd o Federal law, and bound, accordimg to his own
Juopment aud responmbility, to give an impartial
deciglon tetween the two, comes to the conclusion
that the Sinte law 18 valla and the Federal iaw I8
invalid, he must pot lollow the dictates of his own
udpment ut the peril of fine and imprisonment, The
cgisuhve department ol the Government of the
Umnited Ktates thus takes from the judienl depart.
ment of the States the sacred and excusive duty of
Judicinl aeelsion, and converts the State judge intoa
mere ministerinl officer, bound to decide according
10 (he will of Congrose,

It 15 clenr that in the Stetes which deny to pers
gons whose nghts are secured by the fiist seotion
of the bill any one of the rights, all criming! and
civil enzer nflecting them will, by the provision of
the thard seotion, come under the exclusive corni-
ronce of the Federnl trivupmls, 1t follows that if
in gny state which deniea to n colored person any
ote o1 thoso rights, that person should eommit a
crime aganst the laws of the State, murder, arson,
rare, or any other crime, all protection or punishs
ment through the ¢ourts ol the Stae is taken
away, and he cean orvly be tried and punished in
ederal courts.  How is the ¢riminal to be tried
1 the oflense I8 to Lo provided for and punished
by Federnl law?  That law, anud not the State law, is
LG goveérn.

1T Ig omly when the cfvnse does not happen to be
within the purview or Federal law that the Fo-
deral courts are to try and punish him. Undor
any other law, then resort 18 to be had to the
common low, u8 modifiod and changed by Btate
legisintion, 50 1ur s the same s not Inconsistent
with the Constitution and laws of the United Statea,
So that over this vast domain of criminal jurise
prudence, provided by cach Xtato tor \he protection
of its own_ ecltizvns, and for the punishment of all
pursoms who violate s coriminel laws, Federal
iaw, wherever it cun be made to spply, displaces
stnte Jaw.

IThe question bere naturally arices, from what
source vonpress denves the power to transfer to
Foderal tribupals eortain classed of cases embraced
in this gection? The Constitution expressly de-
o'nres thal the judicinl pawer of the Uunited Statos
shal exteud to wli eroes tn Inw and equity arsing
unuer this Constiiution, the laws of the United
Stawes, nnd treaties mnce or which shall be made
uncer their nuthority ; to all cases Iﬂbclln'g ambas-
#ndors, other ‘mhllo winisters and eonsuls; to all
cares of admiralty and maritimoe jurisdiction; to
controversies to which the United States shall be
R jmty; to contioversics between two or more
Stafes; between s State aod eitizens of auother
State; between citizens of differont states; between
citizenis ot the same Biate elaiming land under
grants of different States, and between a State, or
the cibzens thereof, and loreign biates citizens or
subjects,

Here the judicial power of the Unitod States 18 ex-
pressly eot lorth and detived, and the act of Seplem-
tember 24, 1780, establishing the judicial courts of the
United »tates, in conferring npon the Fedeial courts
Jurisdiction over cases originaung in State tribunals,
is careful vo confive them to the clas-os enumeratod
in the above-recited clause of the Constitution, This
scction of the il undovbiedly comprebends cases
and suthorizes the cxercise of powers that are not,
by the Constitvuen, within the jurisdiction of the
courts of the United States. To iransfer them to
thoge conrts would be an exereise of authority well
caleuluted to exclte distrust and alarm ou the part of
all the States—for the ball applissalike to all of them
—us well 1o those that have ss to those that have nos
been engaged in rebelion, It may ve assumed that
this authority 8 incdent to the powor granted to
Congresé by tho Constitution, ss recently amended,
to enforoe, by approprinte legislaton, the article de-
claripg that peither slavery nor involuutary sery i
tude, excopt as o puruishment for erimo, whereot tho
purty ehnil have beom duly convieted, shall ¢xjst
within the Umited btates, or mny place subject to
thelr jurisdiotion.,

It ennunot, however, bo jnsll{r claimed that, with &
view 10 the entorcement of this article ol the Cone
etitution, there is at preseut any neccssity tor the
exoreise ot all the powers which vus bill confors,
tslevery has been abolishied, and at prosent nowhere
cxigte within the juristiction of the United States,
nor has there beem, nor 18 1t hkely there will be,
any attempt to renew It by the people or the States,
1f, however, uny suoh sitfcmpr shall be made, it
will becomo the duty of the Ueneral Government
Lo exerclie puy and all inglidental powera necessary
and propur (0 msintun nviolate the grest law of
irecdom,

The fourtl seetion of the bill provides that officers
and agente of the Freidmen's Barcnn shall be em-
powered 1o make arrcats, und also that other offi-
cers Toay be specially commigsioned for that pur-
pore by the Preeident ol the United Simres. It
also authorizes Cironit Courts of the United Statos
und the Bupenor Courts of \he Terrilories, 10 ap-
paint, without tmitation, commissioners, who are
to be charged with the periormance of guam judi-
cinl duties,

Tue filth sechion Gopowers the ‘commizsionets #o
to be seivcted by whe courts, to appoint in writing
under their bands, one or more suitable persons,
from time to time, to executo warrants and other
progcoutions desired by the bill. These numorous
official sponts are wade to constiturte s sort of potice
i addition to the military, and are authorized to
summon n posse comilatus, and even 1o enll to thels
ald such portions of the land and naval foroes of
the United Btates, or of the pulitia, na may be ne-
ponsary Lo the periormance of the daty with which
they aro charged. This extraordivary power s to
bo conforred upon agonts frresponsbie to the Govs
erpmont and to the people, to whose number the
disoretion of Lo commissiouers 18 the oaly lmit,
and in whose hunds wuch authority might be made
a terrible engine of wrong, oppression, sod fraud

The geveral statutes regulating the land aud naval
forees of the United States, the militia, and the exe-
cution of the laws, are belicved to be sdequale for
overy clmergency which can ooour in time of pesce.
In o sbowid prove otherwise Congress can st any

nme amend those lawa in smoh A manner as. whiloe
supeerving the public wellare, not 1o jeopard the
rights, interesta, nud hibertios of the peopio.
& sevonth soevion vidos that a fee of ten dols
shall be patd to emch commussionor in rm case

eputy or ) ench porsom ho or they may
RITOSL nlmo betore any ruch eommissioner, with
such other fees as may be rossonable by sueh
oommissioner in for parforming such oher
dutyes 88 may be reqt red in the premines,  All these
fees are to out of the Treasury of the United
Statea, wh thore 1 & convietion or not; buf in
onre ot convietion thoy are to he recoverablo from
the defendant 1t seemns to me that under the in.
Wuence of such tomptation bad men might convert
any law, however beneficent, mtogan instroment of
porsoeution and frand.

By the ciehth seotton of tho bill the United States
eunrte, which mt only in one place tor white oty
gens, must migrato, the marsha! ana distdlet attor-
ney, and peosssariy the olerk, altboush he 1s not
mwenbioned, to any part of the distries upon the erder
of the President, and there nold a court, for the pur-
pose of the more epebay arrest and trial of persons
chimt ged with 8 violahon of this set; asa there the
Judge and the officers of the gourt must romain, on
the order of the Presidont, for the time dobernated,
The muth seotion guthorizes tho Presdent, or such
person as ho may empower for that purpose, to em-

loy such part of the tand or naval forces of the

nited Sares, or of tho militia, as ahall be neops.
sary to prevent the vio'nuon sand enforce the due
execntion of \hfs met.  Thas language soems to unpy
an important military foree, thal 12 to He alwayve at
haod, and whose only businoss is t0 be ihe enforeos
mient of this messsge over the vast region whoto it
15 ‘nlended 1o oporate,

1 do not propose Lo conmidor the polley of this tall
To me the deintls of the bill are fruuehit with ovil,
The white race ang the biack race of tho Bouth have
hitherto flived togelher under the reiation of master
spd elave—capitnl owning labor, Now, suddeniy
tha! relation is changed; snd ns to n'.n;urn:xip.cnmtli
und Jabor are divorced. They stand now ech masier
of iteell—in this new relation oue being nocessary to
the other.

There will be 8 now adjustiment, which both are
deaply interested in making harmontons, Each has
rqual power in settang the forms, nod il left to the
lawe that regulate capital and Jabor, it is confl.
dently beheved that they will eatistdetonly work
out the problem. Capital, It is true, has more ine
telligence, but labor i novor 10 ignorant a3 not to
undengtand its own mrerests, not to know 1's own
valoo, and not to see that capital must pay that
valuo. This bill frusimtes this adinstmont, it in-
teavenes between caputal and iabor and attempts Lo
sottle  questions of pelitical cconomy through
the ageney of numerous oflicials, whose interca: it
will bo to foment discord botwoen the two ruced; so
for us the breach widens, their employment will cons
tinue, and when it is felosed, their occupation will
termupate tn all our hListory, in all our experience,
us 4 people living under Federal snd State law. No
such systom s that contemplated by tho details of
this Will bas ever before been proposed or adopted
to cstabish for the security ol the colored race snfe-
guards which go infintely buvend any that the
Geeernl Covernment has ever provided tor the
white race. In aaect, the distinetion o) race and
color Is by the bill made 10 operawe 1 favor ol the
colored and agaiust the white face,

Tlu-f mteriere with the municipnl legislation of
the, siates, with the reiations existing cxelusivel
Detween n Stafe and 112 cltzens, or between mhaols
tants of the spme State—an absorption’and assump-
tion of power by the Genera! Government wiseh, if
acquiesced in must sap or destroy our Federative
system of Himited powers, and break down the bar-
ricrs which preserve the nghts o1 the States, Itis
unother step, or rather stride, towards econtraliza-
tion, and (he goneontration of il legalative powers
in the Netionul Govermsent.  The tendency of the
bill must be 1o resuscitate the spirt of rebell on, and
to urrest the progress of those nflucncees which are
more closely dmwing around tho States the bonds of
union and peace,

mf lumented prodecessor, in his proolamation of
the Ist of Jauuary, 1568, ordered and declared that
all persons hela as slaves within certain 8iatos, and
parte ot States therein desagnated, were and thenee-
forward should be 1ree; and farther, that the Execu-
tive Government ol the Umted States, Including
the miiitary and naval aathority thercof, would re-
cognize and maintain the ireedom of suel ‘persons,
This guarantoe has been rendered ospecially obliga-
tory and sacrod by the smenament ol the Constitu-
tion abolsting slavery throughout the United

/Btates, 1 therelore fully recopnize the oblication
10 protect and delend thot class of our peopie when.
ever and wherever it shinll become necessary, and to
the full extent compatible with the Constitution of
the United States,

Entortaining these sentiments, it only remains for
me to ény that I will cheerfully co-oporate with Con-
gress in any measure that may be necessury for the
promotion of the civil rights of the freedmen, as well
a8 thoso of othor classes of persons throughout the
United States, by judicinl ?rm: fonder equal and
fmpartial laws, fn contormity with the provisions of
the Federal Constitution. 1 now retorn the bil to
the Senate, and regret that in considering the bills
and joint resolutions, forty-two in number, which
have been thue far submitted for my approval, I am
compelled o withhold my assont from m second
moeasnre that has received the sanclion ot both
Houses ot Congress, ANDREW JOHXSON,
